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1. Between 15-31 May, the military transport on the railway between Hengyang 
and Nanning was very heavy. Shipments to Nenning included large stocks of 
commnications, medical, gasoline, and anmunition supplies. The specific 
shipments were 150 drums of gasoline on 28 May, five freight cars of 
ammunition and light weavons packed in 160 baxes on 30 May, and five 
anti-aircraft guns on 31 Mey.2 


2, On 31 May three light tanks left Nanning via Liuchih (jp #§, ) highway 
to Vuming (108-15, 23-12) for mechanized training.2 


3. On 31 May the Kwangtung Military District Comiand sent 2 x 72mm (sic) 
artillery pieces, 25 boxes of machinery for repairing weapons, and 500 
boxes of ammunition to Whampoa from a warehouse in Chiangts‘un (113-1h, 
2317). The supplies were loaded on three large junks which were towed 
by the tugboat TA LIEN ( ~. i ) to Wachou (111-19, 23-28), From Wuchou 
the supplies will be sent to Nanning for transshipment to Viet Minh troops 
in Vietnga.
